Paris is the home 
of typhoid fever; few persons stay there 
any'length of. lime without contracting 
it. The water of the city, coming from 
the Seine, is very unwholesome on ac- 
count of its limestone properties, which 
produce any number of serious disorders, 
mostly of a nephritic character, and from 
which Parisians are great sufferers. 
For 


this reasons cheap wine—vin ordinaire— 
i; almost universally drank; but it does 
no!, serve, because tho wine usually con- 
tains a large proportion of water. The 
French capital does not deserve its rep- 
utation for Iicalthfulnoss. Almost tht- 
only disease not common there is dys- 
pepsia, which French cooking claims par- 
ticularly to prevent. 


The French live out of doore. They 


have few of tho homo comforts we de- 
mand; nor would they have them, for 
they cost money and make no outside 
show. 
The cooking is exceptionally 


good, of course, but not equal to its rep-. 
uuition. 
True, no one knows what 


lie is eating, particularly at the cheaper 
restaurants; but, if ho likes it, perhaps 
he should not bo too curious. Good food, 
nicelv prepared, ia nearly as dear as at 
liusnt!, and often not better than ours.— 
Junius ilcuri Browne in Cliicago Timea.

' 1. The first is ono of method. 
How 


shall we abate tbe evils of tha siloon 
system as it is? Eov. Mr. Roche volun- 
tarily prefers "reynlatioii" whnla 1 accept 
it as a necessity. I prefer tbe prohibi- 
tion of a businesH that is "in all esses 
dangerous." 1 think prohibition affords 
better Cghting ground than regulation. 
Tho rnmtraffio is lawless, and it is hard 
to regulate lawlessness. I would ratber 
fight a dog with his hea3 chained to the 
ground ana a permit in my pociet "to 
kill him if you can," than to light him 
with a long chain about hia nook, with 
directions in my pocket to worry him, 
bnt not to hurt him much." 


I hold that prohibition and not rostrio 


tion, is the duty of the etato in reference 
to a business so exceptional and danger- 
ous. But realizing tbat we must deal 
with tho case as we find it, and so long 
as tho license system is in operation 
now. 


I esteem it my duty to nooopt it, and to 
aid in rendering it as effective as pos- 
sible, by 
confining the saloon sys- 


tem within the narrowest practicable 
limits until tho legislature is prepared to 
adopt, and tho people to acquiesce in, a 
method of abatement based upon a f nn- 
damantally different principle. 


Since a divorce is n license, and Moses 


granted it, upon tbe account of tho hard- 
ness of tlio people's hearts, a license, to 
mo, is not so offensive, as it is to many 
people. I tbink the more wg succeed in 
securing restrictive measures tbo nearer 
we approach the point of prohibition. 
When a restrictive polioy is once fairly 
commenced, wo have every reason to ei- 
peet that it will make progress. Its ben- 
efits will bocomo more and more obvione, 
resistance will be diminished, and public 
sentiment will be educated np to the 
point prohibition. . The history of the 
temperance reform is from free traffic 
to 
regulation, and 
from regulation 


to prohibition, aud not from free tralfio 
to prohibition. 


2. Tho second point of disagreement is 


as to the nature of alcohol drinks, and 
tbo sale of them aa a beverage. This 
question may bo divided: 


1. Is tbe drinking of alcohol intrinsi- 


cally bad "i This is a physical question, 
and upon it I can givo no independent 
information. It is enough for me to eay 
that science says: "that tho habit of tak- 
ing alcoholic drinks is bad."

says it is dangerous. 
Science says it is 


not food, and not conducive to health. 
Science says it should be used only as a 
medioine, and as other medicines it 
should be token onlywhen ueeded,and in 
small doses. Alcohol is not a gift ot 
God, bnt is procured by destroying God's 
gi!ts, henoo is in itself a destroyer. Using

library during tho year ban been 18,258, 
an average ot about 70 daily. 
The 


largest number in ono month wua 2,042, 
in Jannary, and tho smallest, 1,400, in 
April.
